be satisfied by adherence to the true apostolic 
tradition to hear and follow the voice of the 
primitive Church, whose daughters are all Chris- 
tian Churches ; to accept the direct teachings 
of the primitive witnesses of the Lord laid 
down in the Scriptures, interpreted not by in- 
dividual reason, as if every Protestant became 
his own Pope, but by the Spirit of God, the true 
Teacher promised to each humble, praying soul, 
not in order to give him the right to condemn 
his neighbour, but to give him the light he is 
able to receive in order that his soul may be 
saved. 

When I had discussions in Palermo with 
Canon Turano, late Bishop of Girginti, I was 
right in answering him that nobody could tell 
clearly where is the seat of infallibility in the 
Pope, in the Council, or in the Pope with the 
Council. Since that time a new dogma has 
declared the Pope himself infallible, and the 
logical exigencies of the theologians have been 
met, but what gain has it been for the intelli- 
gence and the faith of the laity? There may 
now be unity, but obtained by silencing con 
science and excommunicating the best saints of 
former ages. How can we imagine that these 
new dogmas—the Immaculate Conception of 
the Virgin and the Infallibility of the Pope— 
have helped in any way the human heart and 
the human intellect to accept more easily the 
doctrines, the facts, and the commandments of 
the Gospel ? whilst modern thought requires 
every day more that each of us make his faith 
a matter of real experience. 

A second blessing the spirit of this Alliance 
brings is, that the central facts and truths, as 
taught in Scripture, are put forward as 4 sure 
and sufficient foundation. 

Once a friend of mine, Edmond de Pres 
sensé, said to me: “Our popular meetings, our 
ecclesiastical ceremonies, burials, &c., before 
Catholics and Protestants, have an immediate 
result,” which is, that the cultivated mind in

It is our province, as Biblical Christians, to 
accept for ourselves, with some modification, 
the definitions of Catholic faith given by 
Vinientius of Lirinum: quod semper ab 
omnibes, ubique caditum est—what always, by 
all, in all places has been believed.

Spirit can produce in the soul the fire of warm 
Christianity. Now, how was the Holy Spirit 
of Pentecost obtained? It was obtained by 
common prayer, by the promise of God, and by 
love and union of hearts. 

When lately Mr. Torrey went to Paris he 
said: “If you ask me what I have learned in 
the Evangelistic activity of Australia, I will 
tell you. It was this: ‘Ask and ye shall re- 
cetve’; we asked and we received.” 

The Evangelical Alliance has not to preach 
the Gospel to the heathen, nor to establish City 
Missions, but it convenes, as to-day, meetings 
for common prayer, Christian fellowship, and 
intercourse. Now, how comes strength? The 
Apostle writes to the young men: “ Young 
men, I write unto you because you are strong 
and the word of God abideth in you.” 

England will celebrate next year the Cen- 
tenary of the Bible Society; may you quite 
anew reopen your Bible, study it, and trust to 
the God who gave it as His word.~ 

Let us accept every kind of new light which 
science, criticism, archeology may pour upon 
the Bible.

This great empire consists of no less than one- 
sixth of the world’s area, and among its peoples 
no fewer than 128 languages are spoken. There 
are Finns, Mongols, and Slavs, themselves 
divided into many tribes, and the field of 
labour there has no borders. 

Dr. Baedeker spoke of Mount Ararat, which 
has a sort of saddle near the top, where they 
say the ark rested. If you ask the people round 
there what they call the mount they say 
“Noah.” At the bottom of the mountain there 
is a very ancient city, or rather the ruins of 
one, which is called Nakitchvan, which is the 
Tartar name for “where he first dwelt ”—- 
where Noah first dwelt. Round Mount Ararat 
there are fifty nationalities, which are just the 
remains of “the confusion of tongues,” each 
one speaks a different language. 

In conclusion, he said: “Go and tell them 
of Jesus, and may God help us not to forget 

our neighbour—"'To communicate, forget not.’ ” 


and referred to the revival at Aintab, in which, 
during the last Week of Prayer, there had been 


such an ingathering of souls.

A FEW APPRECIATIONS. 


COLONEL PASCHKOFF was brought to the 
knowledge of free salvation in Jesus on 
Lord Radstock’s first visit to Russia, after 
which his life was wholly consecrated to 
the Lord and to bringing souls to Christ. 

In the spring of 1880 he was obliged to 
leave his country on account of the 
numerous crowded meetings held at his 
house, but he was allowed to return again 
in the autumn. Four years later he as- 
sembled the Christian brethren from 
different parts of Russia in St. Petersburg 
with the intention of bringing about a. 
closer unity amongst them, which greatly 
alarmed the Russian Government and 
called forth severe measures. Colonel 
Paschkoff was required t6 give up all com- 
munication with his fellow-believers and to 
promise to hold no more meetings. This 
he refused to do. He was once more ex- 
pelled from his country and was never 
allowed to return. 

The rest of his life was quietly spent 
abroad visiting the poor and spreading the 
Gospel wherever he went. He was called 
home on Feb. 12th, 1902, after a protracted 
iliness. He departed in perfect peace. 
Colonel Paschkoff was a firm friend of the 
Evangelical Alliance, and always promoted 
the year. | 


PasTOR STEFANO BONNET was for many

year. He was a man of great courage 
through the many difficulties that sur- 
rounded his pathway, and was useful in 
promoting peace and unity where before 
had reigned dissension. Pastor Bonnet 
was born in Angrogna and had the pleasure 
of living there for many years as pastor, 
where he was instrumental in building 
schools; For many years he edited the 
Waldensian paper, L' Echo. 

In 1901 Pastor Bonnet’s health failed, so 
that he was obliged to relinquish, with 
great regret, part of his duties. On 
Christmas morning, 1901, he was taken 
suddenly ill while going to preach, and he 
died that afternoon. In the sermon he 
bad ready to deliver on that day he quoted 
more than once the text,“ Lord, now lettest 
Thou Thy servant depart in peace, for mine 
cyes have seen Thy salvation.” One of his 
favourite texts was: “Blessed are the 
peacemakers, for they shall see God.” 

So closed the life of one of God’s most 
faithful servants. |

justice to the great work which Pastor 
Bonnet so bravely and courageously carried 
forward in the Waldensian Valleys, but 
that it was on a truly Evangelical basis we 
know. He always worked for Christian 
Unity, and he “the truth as it is 
in Jesus.” We have lost in him a faithful 
and sympathetic friend. . 


Mx. GEORGE MAXWELL, of Broomholm, 
Langholm, was a warm supporter of the 
Evangelical Alliance. He was a man 
consecrated to God, with a soul wrought 
into finest texture by the long discipline of 
suffering. For some years he had to live 
abroad because of delicate health, but all 
pain and weakness was patiently borne 
until he passed peacefully away, in his 
eighty-fourth year, on Feb. 18th, 1903. 

Mr. Maxwell succeeded his grandfather 
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age, and for sixty-nine years he manifested 
a warm interest in the affairs of the town 
and district where he was laird. 

He was a man of great personal and 
private worth, and he devoted himself to 
public duty .and to the interests of the 
people generally for many years. “le had 
a large heart and an open hand. In him 
was combined a rare union of meckness 
and courage ; of the purest spirit of culture 
and the sincerest piety. All loved and 
respected him. 

_One has written that in connection with 
Mr. Maxwell, two verses came unbidden : 
“Blessed are the pure in heart, for they 
shall see God,” and “ Blessed are the meek, 
for they shall inherit the earth.”

Few of our readers perhaps know that 
the Evangelical Alliance is included in the 


_ blessing asked for by Livingstone, because 


to some extent it realized the importance 
of this cause, and has been the first 
Protestant body to encourage the organiza- 
tion of National Liberation Leagues. 

As early as 1888 the International 
Council of the Alliance in Berlin, adopting 
a resolution proposed by Dr. Fabri of the 
Rhenish Mission, invited the Branches of 
the Alliance to take up this cause. This 
was productive of much fruit, and to-day, 
in Germany, there is a promising African 
Evangelical League, whose object is to 
work for the solution of Africa's social 
problems along Evangelical lines, and that 
Society has started in East Africa a settle- 
of liberated slaves.
